CoUege Preparation is a Four-Year Job 


“How can I find out which 
college is best for me?” 

“I’m afraid that, when I 
graduate, I won’t be able to afford 
college.” 

“Notre Dame is a family 
tradition, but I want to go 
somewhere else. How can I 
convince my parents?” 

“Starting tomorrow, I’m 
going to work harder and bring up 
my class rank.” 

Long before graduation 
arrives, in some cases long before 
senior year, students begin to think 
about college. The choice of a 
career or a college major, the 
choice of a school itself, and the 
requirements for admission are 
important concerns for most 
Niners, almost all of whom will go 
on to some form of higher 
education after graduation from 
Andrean. 

Some students seem to 
have no problem choosing a 
school. They have known since 
nursery school that some day 
they’ll be Boilermakers or Fighting 
Irish or Hoosiers. Others visit 
campus after campus, talk with 
college friends and relatives, read 
stacks of catalogs, and still can’t 
make that all-important choice. Or 
is it? 

“I don’t think choosing the 
right college is really as serious as 
most students imagine,” says 
senior English teacher Mrs. 
Thomas. “Students are always 
terrified of making a wrong college 
choice, but sometimes you really 
can’t decide if a school is right for 
you until you’ve actually been 
there.” She sees many of her 
former students transferring after 


one or two years to a second or 
even third school. 

“The important thing is to 
choose a college or university that 
has a good academic standing, so 
that your credit hours will transfer 
and you won’t lose either time or 
money if you decide to change 
schools,” she says. 

Cost is another important 
factor. For many students, it’s 
THE factor that determines their 
choice. With the cost of some 
four-year schools at $100,000 
today, selecting the right high 
school courses, meeting all the 
college prep requirefnents, keeping 
grades high, and watching for 
scholarship opportunities are 
important even to freshmen. 

Athletic talent can be traded 
for a higher education, but even 
among top athletes, competition is 
stiff at most schools. More and 
more, colleges look at academic as 
well as athletic talent. With plenty 
of applicants from which to 
choose, colleges select the scholar- 
athlete over the athlete who needs 
coaching in the classroom as well 
as in the field. 

For the athletically 
challenged, however, grades are 
the way to go. Almost every 
scholarship requires good 
academic standing, even those 
based primarily on other qualities 
such as leadership or character. 

When senior year rolls 
around, it’s time to start working 
seriously on college admissions. 
Families must fill out financial aid 
forms correctly and return them to 
counselors and colleges. Students 
begin sending in applications and 
asking teachers, counselors, and

coaches to write recommendation 
letters. Counselors find their fall 
and early winter days filled with 
student requests for transcripts to 
be sent to colleges in every comer 
of the country. 

Some colleges require 
essays. “What do you hope to 
achieve by attending XYZ 
college?” "What is your greatest 
achievement?” “If you could 
relive one day of you life so far, 
which day would it be?” “What 
famous individual, living or dead, 
would you most like to meet? 
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Chris Brown's awards include two In- 
land Steel scholarships, an Air Force 
R.O.T.C scholarship, the Holy Cross 
Award, and the Notre Dame Alumni 
Club Scholarship. 


Why?” In addition to regular class 
work, seniors are often plagued 
with the task of answering these 
questions to present themselves 
and their achievements in the best 
possible light while seeming 
modest and well-mannered. 

The college interview is, for 
some people, the living nightmare 
that haunts their senior year.

When Bishop Andrew G. 
Grutka died on November 11, 
1993, the diocese lost its first bish- 
op, and Andrean lost its founder. 
Commenting on his importance to 
the school. Father Cerretto re- 
called that Andrean exists because 
"he believed in Catholic educa- 
tion." 

Upon his retirement. Bishop 
Grutka had been bishop of a sin- 
gle diocese longer than any other 
active bishop in the United States, 
having begun his service to the 
diocese in December of 1956. 

After ordination in 1933, then 
Father Grutka, an outspoken critic 
of racial injustice, began a priestly 
career that always included a sen- 
sitivity toward social issues. Na- 
tional, state, and local groups ac- 
knowledged his lifelong 
commitment. 

For Andrean, however, and the

numerous graduates and students 
who remember his visits, it is the 
warmth of his smile and his ob- 
vious pleasure in saying Mass at 
his school that will be recalled. 
Former Andrean assistant princi- 
pal Sister Christopher, SS.C.M., 
described the Bishop as "a very 
kind, loving, perceptive, and un- 
derstanding man." Somehow, 
whenever he spoke, the Bishop 
reminded Niners that "it's not 
what you know; it's what you 
show." His listeners never tired of 
hearing that message, and he nev- 
er tired of living that ideal . After 
his yearly Mass at school, the 
Bishop would complete the pro-

cession to the back of the gym and 
go into the lobby where he re- 
moved his vestments to prepare 
for his return home. The students, 
as if they understood what to do 
without having to be told, sat and 
waited. Within a few minutes the 
Bishop began his walk through 
the gym to leave through the front 
doors. As he entered, the students 
would stand as one and applaud, 
returning the love they had re- 
ceived during the celebration of 
the Eucharist. The smile on his 
face always showed what the ac- 
knowledgment meant to him. 

At the formal dedication of the school 
named in his honor. Bishop Grutka 
raised the crucifix. 

Accompanied by Father Joe and Father 
Cerretto, Bishop Grutka said his final 
Mass at Andrean during the '92-'93 
school year.

Bishop Grutka was an eager participant in school activities. 
From football games to commencement ceremonies, he was a 
regular presence. As he did throughout his term, the Bishop 
conferred diplomas in 1975.

All-time basketball great Mi- 
chael Jordan retired from the Chi- 
cago Bulls after winning his third 
consecutive National Basketball 
Association championship ring. 
Shortly afterwards, Jordan don- 
ned a White Sox jersey and began 
spring training in Florida as a 
rookie, realizing a life-long dream 
of becoming a professional base- 
ball player.

More than forty passengers died 
near Mobile, Alabama, when an 
Amtrak train plunged from a col- 
lapsing bridge into Big Bayou Ca- 
nal. Earlier, a barge had struck 
and damaged the bridge. 


The 37th President of the Unit- 
ed States, Richard M. Nixon, died 
April 22. Nixon succeeded in es- 
tablishing relations with China 
and ending American military in- 
volvement in Vietnam before he 
was forced to resign at the height 
of the 1973 Watergate scandal. 


Fighting continued in the for- 
mer Yugoslavian state of Bosnia 
Herzegovina. More than 200,000 
people were killed or missing as 
Muslims, Serbs, and Croats tried 
to seize territory before reaching a 
political settlement. 


With ticket sales of $712 mil- 
lion, Jurassic Park, directed by 
Steven Spielberg, passed ET as the 
biggest money-making film ever. 


A Michigan family lost custody of 
the child they had adopted two years 
earlier. A judge returned Baby Jessica 
to her birth parents on grounds that, 
while her birth mother had consented 
to the adoption, the child's natural fa- 
ther had not. 


Amid controversy. Congress 
okayed the North American Free 
Trade Agreement. The pact, 
known as NAFTA, will permit 
duty-free commerce among the 
United States, Mexico, and Can- 
ada. 


Locked in a power struggle for 
several months, Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin's supporters defeated 
an attempted coup by his former vice 
president. Russians termed it the 
worst civilian conflict since 1917 as 
Yeltsin dissolved Parliament and or- 
dered his troops to storm the build- 
ing. 


October fires swept through 
parts of Southern California, ae- 
molishing more than 700 houses. 
Arson is suspected in some of the 
fires, which destroyed 200,000 
acres. Three weeks later, another 
set of fires destroyed over 300 
homes near the Pacific Coast.

Civil war and other acts of ter- 
rorism continued in Somalia after 
U. S. troops pulled out in March. 
American military involvement 
had failed to end violence in this 
war-tom country. United Nations 
forces recruited from developing 
nations replaced those from the U. 
S. and Europe. 


Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy 
Onassis, the widow of U. S. Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy and of 
Greek billionaire Aristotle Onas- 
sis, died of cancer at 65. 


Lillehammer, Norway, hosted 
the 1994 Winter Olympics. Jane 
Torvill and Christopher Dean, who 
earned a perfect score in ice danc- 
ing at the Sarajevo Olympics ten 
years before, reentered to win silver 
medals. 

Tragedy, then triumph, captured 
the spotlight for world-record- 
setting speed skater Dan Jansen 
who lost a sister to cancer during 
the 1988 Olympics. In Calgary in 
1988, at Albertville in 1992, and 
again in 1994, he lost his balance 
and ended unsuccessfully. In his 
final event at Lillehammer, how- 
ever, the 1,000 meter race, he 
earned a gold medal. 

Olympic hopeful Tonya Harding 
was accused of arranging an attack 
on rival U. S. figure skater Nancy 
Kerrigan. After Harding's ex- 
husband, Jeff Gilooly, confessed, 
Harding admitted knowing of the 
plan which was intended to elim- 
inate Kerrigan and assure Harding 
a place on the team. Although Ker- 
rigan recovered from leg injuries 
she received in the attack, Harding 
also skated in the Olympics. The 
gold medal for figure skating, how- 
ever, eluded both, going instead to 
sixteen-year-old Russian Oksana 
Baiul. Kerrigan finished secondin 
the competition, Harding eighth.

Gaiy native and music super- 
star Michael Jackson settled out of 
court for a rumored $7 million 
when he was sued for molesting 
an eleven-year-old boy. 


Documents released through the 
Freedom of Information Act re- 
vealed that the Pentagon and the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
knowingly exposed U. S. troops to 
high levels of radiation during nu- 
clear tests in the 1950's. At the 
same time, some school children 
were deliberately exposed to low 
doses of radiation through school 
lunch programs. 


South Africa's new constitution, 
approved on November 18, led to 
May elections in which ANC leader 
Nelson Mandela was elected Pres- 
ident. Blacks voted for the first time 
in the history of that nation. 


Ceremonies in the U. S., Britain, 
and France marked the fiftieth an- 
niversary of D-Day, when Allied 
forces stormed Normandy beach- 
es on their way to France, Ger- 
many, and ultimate Allied victory 
in 1945. 


Siamese twins Angela and Amy 
Lakeberg of Northwest Indiana 
were separated August 20, 1993, 
in a controversial procedure at 
Children's Hospital in Philadel- 
phia after University of Chicago 
physicians declined to perform 
the surgery. Amy died during the 
operation, but Angela lived 11 
months before succumbing to a 
heart malfunction. 

The deaths of the twins, the first 
anticipated and the second rela- 
tively unexpected after so many 
months of survival, caused wide- 
spread debate about justification 
for such a high-risk operation. 
The cost of the surgery and sub- 
sequent care of the babies has 
been estimated at more than one 
million dollars. 

The twins' father, Kenneth 
Lakeberg, used money donated 
for medical expenses by the sym- 
pathetic community to buy co- 
caine and a car for himself. 


Chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee Dan Ros- 
tenkowski of Chicago was indict- 
ed on 17 counts of fraud, includ- 
ing alleged ghost-payrolling and 
defrauding the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice. 


An earthquake of 6.8 Richter 
Scale magnitude struck northern 
suburbs of Los Angeles on Jan- 
uary 17, killing 43 people and dis- 
placing thousands. Property dam- 
age, both public and private, was 
inestimable. 


In May, Congress passed the 
long-debated Brady Bill, which re- 
quires a five-day waiting period 
for handgun buyers. Strongly op- 
posed by the National Rifle As- 
sociation, the bill's proponents 
hoped to quell the rising number 
of gun-related deaths in the U. S. 
The bill took its name from James 
Brady, former White House Press 
Secretary, who suffered brain 
damage when he was shot by an 
assassin whose target was tnen- 
President Ronald Reagan. 
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With the arrival at any long- 
awaited destination, travelers 
come to the realization that they 
have mixed emotions. Although 
everyone asks many times, "Are 
we there yet?" arriving can pro- 
duce sadness. 

The poet C.P. Cavafy in his 
poem "Ithaca" emphasizes the val- 
ue of the journey rather than the 
destination: 

When you start on your journey to Ithaca, 
Then pray that the road is long, 

Full of adventure, full of knowledge. 

Cavafy does not, however, min- 
imize the value of setting goals and 
working toward them: 

Always keep Ithaca fixed in your mind. 

To arrive there is your ultimate goal. 

But do not hurry the voyage at all. 

It may be against our nature not 
to hurry, not to rush the quarters, 
semesters and years. But having 
wished so urgently for graduation, 
we need to keep Cavafy's closing 
words in mind: 

Ithaca has given you the beautiful voyage. 

Without her you would never have taken the 

roads.
